PREVENTION  VS.  DESTRUCTION 

I  read  with  delight  Bonny  Bettman’s 
assessment  of  Eugene’s  hidden  government 
and  budget  murk  (1/29)  beeause  on  the 
evening  of  Oet.  27,  2008,  several  dozen 
animal  welfare  advoeates  were  foreed 
to  gather  and  provide  testimony  to  the 
Eugene  City  Couneil  in  order  to  prevent 
the  eity  finanee  direetor  from  eliminating 
a  nationally  groundbreaking  eity 
program.  The  experienee  showed  all  of  us 
who  provided  testimony  that  Bettman’s 
assessment  of  Eugene’s  governanee  is 
spot-on. 

The  eity  Low  Cost  Spay  and  Neuter 
Clinie  has  been  in  existenee  sinee  1978. 
Tax  dollars  subsidize  the  spay  and 
neuter  of  pets.  By  preventing  animal 
overpopulation  and  redueing  the  number 
of  unwanted  animals,  the  eity  reduees 
eosts  for  eolleeting,  sheltering  and  killing 
homeless  pets.  The  eost  savings  for  tax 
payers  is  3-1. 

At  the  Oetober  eouneil  meeting  eity 
staffers  were  foreed  by  Bettman  to  admit 
the  elinie  was  funded  through  the  end  of 
fiseal  year  2009  and  that  ending  the  serviee 
six  months  prematurely  was  imprudent. 

City  staffers  were  assigned  to  meet 
with  eitizens  and  make  long  range  plans 
for  the  program.  One  meeting  was  held  in 
November,  but  beyond  that  eity  staffers 
have  lost  interest  in  the  program  as  well  as 
the  elinie’s  union-represented  staff,  who 
were  previously  and  uneeremoniously 
laid- off 

Due  to  hidden  governanee  and  budget 
murk,  the  eity  will  elaim  the  reeession  has 
foreed  it  to  eut  the  elinie  when  what  really 


will  have  happened  was  that  our  uneleeted 
eity  exeeutive  staff,  with  all  the  power  and 
none  of  the  aeeountability,  will  have  aeted 
upon  their  long  standing  plan  to  diteh 
this  serviee  program.  City  exeeutive  staff 
are  neither  progressive  nor  humane,  nor 
do  they  eomprehend  our  legaey  and  that 
long  ago  taxpayers  ehose  prevention  over 
destruetion.

The  Underminers 

The  draft  bill  from  the  Big  Look  Task  Force 

So  what's  their  design  strategy,  the  how  behind  what  they  are  trying  to  do? 

We  know  their  goal.  It's  the  same  one  we've  voted  against  over  and  over 
again.  Cripple  Oregon's  unigue  land  use  planning  program.  And  do  it  guietly 
this  time  so  that  hardly  anybody  else  notices  and  takes  their  own  Big  Look. 

It  goes  like  this: 

First,  reassure  the  people.  "The  Oregon's  Land  Use  Program  is  fine,  just  fine,  but 
times  have  changed  since  the  Tom  McCall  1970s  when  Senate  Bill  100  was  passed. 

And  it's  long  past  time  the  program  underwent  a  modest  facelift.  So  to  bring  it  up 
to  date,  the  Big  Look  Committee  is  proposing  a  few  tucks  here  and  there  to  iron  out 
some  of  the  wrinkles.  Nothing  drastic,  of  course  -  the  program  is  fine,  just  fine  -  but 
it  does  need  a  few  miner  -  oops!  I  mean  -minor  changes." 

Second,  create  some  new  overarching  "guiding"  principles. 

Why?  Because  principals  are  higher  and  more  general  than  goals  and  can  be  used 
to  provide  a  new  legal  way  to  override  and  regulate  the  force  and  effectiveness  of  the 
19  hard-won  Land  Use  Goals  that  are  the  foundation  of  the  program. 

Third,  expand  the  authority  for  regional  land  use  planning.  Authorize  "the 
establishment  of  regional  definitions  of  'agricultural  land'  and  'forest  land'  for 
purposes  of  land  use  goal  setting." 

Why?  So  that  the  main  programmatic  definitions  become  regional  economically 
driven  definitions  and  state  control  is  effectively  given  over  to  the  counties  banding 
together  as  "regions."  "Sorry,  DLCD,"  we  can  imagine  the  conversation  going,  "but 
that's  not  the  way  we  define  forest  land  over  here." 

Fourth,  direct  the  Land  Conservation  and  Development  Commission  to  carry  out 
policy-neutral  reviews  and  audits  of  the  land  use  system  to  reduce  complexity. 

Yes,  yes,  we  must  reduce  complexity.  Never  mind  that  it  takes  1  inch  of  fertile 
topsoil  400  to  1,000  years  to  develop  or  that  forests  are  complex  ecosystems. 


systems  we  will  increasing  depend  on  to  help  seguester 
carbon  to  slow  global  warming.  Dumbing  things  down  does 
usually  work:  "Owls  or  jobs."  Or  how  about,  "You  can't  eat 

ecology  with  a  fork." 

And  policy  neutral  reviews  and  audits  should  probably  read  policy-neutered 
reviews,  since  that  is  the  intention.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  policy  neutral  review, 
since  that  is  the  purpose  of  the  review  -  to  see  that  a  policy,  for  example,  preserving 
agricultural  land  or  establishing  urban  growth  boundaries,  is  actually  being  followed 
in  a  proposed  plan. 

Fifth,  provide  "for  [a]  state  strategic  plan  integrating  land  use,  transportation  and 
economic  development  priorities,"  and  direct  the  DLCD  "to  develop  performance 
measures  for  each  statewide  land  use  goal." 

In  other  words,  make  the  land  use  program  more  responsive  to  state  economic 
development  priorities  and  keep  the  state  planners  busy  measuring  things  so  that 
they  don't  have  as  much  time  to  be  interfering  with  "progress"  in  the  counties. 

Sixth,  declare  it  an  emergency,  so  that  the  bill  becomes  effective  on  passage. 

Translation:  don't  let  them  catch  their  breadth  or  someone  will  notice  that  the  time 
for  this  form  of  Bush  Era  deregulation  has  past. 


You  have  to  give  them  credit,  the  underminers.  It's  a  very  clever  and  well- 
coordinated  strategy  -  a  professional  piece  of  work.  They  undermine  both 
from  above  and  below.  They  undermine  the  language  while  they  redefine 
the  Land  Use  Program's  purpose  as  subservient  to  economic  development  in  the 
state.  They  undermine  state  supervision  by  shifting  power  back  to  the  counties  - 
where  the  most  supervision  has  been  needed  -  under  the  subterfuge  that  they  are 
now  "regions"  with  special  needs  under  their  new  guiding  principle  D.,  "Provide  fair¬ 
ness  and  eguity  to  all  Oregonians."  If  only  we  really  meant  that. 

They  hope  that  no  one  will  notice  their  digging,  or  that  hardly  anyone  will  look  up 
at  their  new  guiding,  policy-neutering  principles  from  on  high. 

Take  a  Big  Look  up  and  under,  Oregon,  and  hold  on  once  more  to  the  land  of  your 
McCall-given  heritage  with  both  hands.

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SHOE  POWER  TAKES  TOLL 
ON  TRACK  TRIALS

USA  Track  and  Field 
“has  allowed  shoe  com-  | 
panics  and  agents  to  take 
over  management  of  the  , 
sport.  It  is  long  overdue  I 
for  USATF  to  take  it  i 
back,”  stated  the  “Project  I 
30”  report  released  this  | 
week. 

The  report  itself  was 
commissioned  after 
USATF ’s  director  left  for 
a  job  with  Nike,  a  major 
sponsor  of  USATF,  the 
Washington  Post  report-  , 
ed.  Hanging  out  under  the  swoosh  at  the  Olympic  Trials 

The  report  noted  the 
pervasive  influence  of 
“shoe  companies”  in  Olympic  track  and  field. 

For  athletes,  “shoe  companies  choose  their  coaches  for  them.” 

The  corporations  also  determine  who  competes,  according  to  the  report.  “Shoe 
companies  determine  who  is  professional  based  on  to  whom  they  give  contracts.” 
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Nike  and  Adidas  control  athlete  training,  according  to  the  report.  The  task  force 
recommended  that  “USATF,  rather  than  shoe  companies,  will  be  the  driving  force  in 
helping  athletes  benefit  from  the  best  possible  training  conditions.” 

The  shoe  corporations  also  discourage  athletes  from  attending  Olympic  training 
camps  through  rigid  requirements  to  wear  their  apparel  while  training.  “By  dropping 
this  apparel  requirement,”  says  the  report,  “more  athletes  will  attend  camp  and  there¬ 
fore  more  athletes  will  be  in  a  comfortable,  controlled,  lower-stress  environment 
overseen  by  USATF.” 

But  reducing  the  influence  of  shoe  corporations  may  be  tough.  For  athletes,  the 
“bottom-line  issue  for  them  is  money,”  the  report  states  in  talking  about  a  cash  bonus 
system.  “Talk  of  glory  alone  and  representing  one’s  country  may  not  sway  athletes 
and  their  agents  into  making  choices  that  will  help  them  set  a  personal  best  or  medal 
at  the  Olympic  Games.  But  money  might.” 

But  while  some  athletes  enjoy  big  shoe  contracts,  too  many  struggle  without 
health  insurance,  according  to  the  report.  The  task  force  recommends  that  for  older 
athletes  without  medals,  “by  age  25  or  26,  funding  should  be  cut  off  so  it  may  better 
be  used  to  develop  new  and  young  talent.” 

The  Olympic  Trials  held  in  Eugene  last  year  may  have  been  more  exciting  than 
the  Olympics,  but  that’s  a  big  problem,  according  to  the  report.  “Based  on  statistical 
analysis,  it  seems  that  too  many  athletes  left  it  on  the  track  at  the  Olympic  Trials, 
from  the  vertical  and  horizontal  jumps  to  the  800  and  100  meters.” 

The  committee  called  for  shortening  the  trials  from  10  to  five  days  to  reduce 
athlete  “exhaustion.”  The  city  estimates  the  trials  pumped  $28  million  into  the  local 
economy;  shortening  the  next  event  could  be  a  major  hit. 

But  while  many  in  Eugene  saw  the  trials  as  an  exciting  treat,  “many”  athletes 
“cited  the  boredom  and  financial  cost  of  such  a  lengthy  schedule,”  the  report  said. 

The  report  also  recommended  that  USATF  crack  down  on  drugs.  The  taskforce 
recommended  that  athletes  caught  cheating  should  be  required  to  give  a  “deposition 
under  oath  detailing  what  went  into  their  decision  to  cheat,  how  they  obtained  and 
used  their  drugs,  and  who  contributed  to  their  cheating.” 

The  task  force  said  USATF  needs  a  rehab  program  to  teach  athletes  how  to  com¬ 
pete  clean.  “Like  an  ex-convict  who  only  knows  no  life  other  than  breaking  the  law, 
most  athletes  serving  doping  suspensions  only  know  how  to  participate  in  the  sport 
by  cheating.”  — Alan  Pittman

Singleton’s  films,  and  he  has  " 

produced  his  own  documen-  ^ 

taries  as  well.  A  long-term  W 
assignment  in  Lebanon  dur¬ 
ing  hostilities  in  the  mid- 
1980s  resulted  in  his  book 
Beirut:  City  of  Regrets. 

“Whatever  you  want  to  photograph, 
walk  toward  it,”  he  said  at  a  reception  din¬ 
ner  and  presentation  Feb.  6.  Reed  spoke 
over  and  over  again  about  the  need  for  pho- 
tojoumalists  to  have  curiosity  and  to  see  the 
humanity  in  their  subjects. 

“People  carry  a  telephoto  lens  because  it 
can  get  you  closer,”  he  said  in  response  to  a 
student  question  about  technology.  “Well, 
your  feet  can  get  you  closer,  too.” 

Currently  a  professor  at  the  University  of 
Texas,  Reed  told  assorted  high  school, 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students  that 
they  needed  to  read  widely,  “philosophy, 
religion,  everything.”  He  worked  on  the 
book  Black  America  for  two  decades  and 
told  the  audience  that  persistence  mattered. 
He  said  to  the  students  that  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  for  them  to  remember  was  not  to 
run  away  from  life.  “Of  course  you’re  going 
to  fail  most  of  the  time,”  he  said.  “But  you 
just  keep  on  trying.”  —  Suzi  Steffen 


BASIC  RIGHTS’ 
5-YEAR  PLAN 

Gay  people  can  get  married  in  Oregon, 
right? 

Yeah  —  only  not  to  each  other.  Basic 
Rights  Oregon  would  like  to  change  that. 

Sure,  the  2007  Legislature  passed  a 
domestic  partnership  bill  and  a  law  outlaw¬ 
ing  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation  and  gender  identity,  but  BRO 
says  there’s  a  lot  more  to  be  done.  Executive 
director  Jeana  Frazzini  and  regional  director 
Rebecca  Flynn  will  lead  a  town  hall  meet¬ 
ing  Thursday,  Feb.  12,  about  BRO’s  new 
five-year  plan. 

During  the  past  year,  the  group  has  been 
collecting  surveys  to  find  out  what  constitu¬ 
ents  want  from  BRO  over  the  next  few 
years.  The  new  strategic  plan  has  five  com¬ 
ponents,  including  goals  of  getting  queer 
people  of  color,  transgender  folks  and 
LGBT  youth  into  positions  of  leadership, 
and  full  marriage  equality.  “We  just  cele¬ 
brated  a  year  of  the  domestic  partnership 
law,”  Flynn  says,  but  she  adds  that  same-sex 
domestic  partnerships  in  Oregon  mean  noth¬ 
ing  in  other  states. 

“Domestic  partnership  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  but  it  doesn’t  deliver  the 
things  people  need  to  care  for  one  another  in 
hard  economic  times  and  in  crisis,”  Flynn 
says.  For  instance,  a  domestically  partnered 
couple  that  had  a  car  accident  in  Idaho 
would  discover  they  were  “strangers  under 
the  law”  in  that  state.  And  during  a  time 
when  people  getting  laid  off  need  to  be  on  a 
partner’s  health  insurance,  Flynn  says,  the 
Oregon  law  doesn’t  provide  that  protec¬ 
tion.

The  folks  at  Clockmaker's  Gallery,  987  Garfield, 
tell  us  January  revenues  were  better  than  last  January,  and  their  repair 
benches  are  still  busy.

At  the  Hult 
Center  on  Saturday  night,  where  the  Eugene  Opera  and  Ballet  Fantastigue 
each  produced  a  show  at  7:30,  the  lines  for  tickets  overwhelmed  the  box 
office  and  the  ticket  pick-up  machine.  Even  with  the  confusion  and  a  late 
start  time,  the  opera  audience  thrilled  to  the  world-class  principals  in  the 
semi-staged  II  Trovatore.  Eugene  arts  fans  clearly  want  a  high  guality  prod¬ 
uct,  and  they're  responding  even  during  a  tough  recession. 

New  businesses  continue  to  sprout  locally.  Mira  Fannin  of  Eugene  is 
expanding  www.sweetskins.com  to  a  retail  storefront  in  the  Whiteaker. 
Fannin's  grand  opening  party  for  Sweet  Skins  Eco  Boutigue  is  from  6  to  10 
pm  Saturday,  Valentine's  Day,  at  782  Blair  St. 

Thanks  to  super  board  and  staff  work,  the  staff  of  Maude  Kerns  Art 
Center  will  receive  a  5  percent  pay  raise  this  year,  not  exactly  the  pattern 
for  arts  organizations.  Board  president  David  Wade  announced  the  raise  at 
the  January  annual  membership  meeting.  Other  board  members  are  Alison 
Voss,  Coni  Targuini,  and  Esther  Jacobson-Tepfer.  Staffers  are  Karen  Marie 
Pavelec,  Sabrina  Hershey,  Kelly  McCormick,  Marsha  Wells  Shankman,  Dena 
E.  Brown,  and  Martha  Snyder. 

•  Thousands  of  Eugene  residents  are  sleeping  in  cars  and  under  tarps 
while  city  staff  are  calling  for  spending  $16  million  on  a  new  police  head- 
guarters  that  voters  have  trounced  repeatedly.  The  message  city  staff  is 
sending  to  the  people  is  that  staff  knows  what's  best,  so  just  go  along  with 
it.  The  city  manager's  proposal  also  overrides  direction  by  the  City  Council 
and  Budget  Committee  to  retrofit  rather  than  build.  Who's  in  charge  here? 

Good  reasons  exist  for  citizens  to  be  skeptical  of  such  a  project.  The  $16 
million  price  tag  sounds  too  cheap  to  be  true.  Are  we  in  danger  of  approv¬ 
ing  a  relatively  modest  project 
and  watching  it  grow  to  mil¬ 
lions  more  with  "surprise"  cost 
overruns?  The  police  originally 
went  to  voters  asking  for  $36 
million.  Does  the  $16  million 
include  plumbing  and  wiring? 

The  safety  of  police  officers 
in  an  earthguake  is  a  valid 
issue,  but  except  during  shift 
changes,  most  officers  and 
sguad  cars  are  out  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  not  under  concrete. 

And  the  current  City  Hall  can 
be  reinforced  for  seismic  safety  at  about  $3  million,  assuring  the  safety  of 
all  who  work  and  do  business  in  City  Hall.  The  issue  of  overcrowding 
assumes  Eugene's  police  force  needs  to  grow  -  and  we  haven't  seen  evi¬ 
dence  to  support  that  claim.  Crime  rates  overall  are  dropping. 

Meanwhile,  our  economy  is  in  crisis,  we  have  pressing  needs  for  a  city 
homeless  shelter  and  other  priorities,  and  our  police  department  is  still 
resisting  oversight.  When  citizens  voted  down  three  bond  measures  for  a 
new  cop  shop,  they  were  in  part  expressing  their  irritation  at  years  of  police 
intimidation,  abuse  and  obfuscation.

DIVERSITY,  THEN  AND  NOW 

Eugene  used  to  have  mule-powered  streetears  in  the  early  20th  eentury.  True  faet! 
And  one  of  the  streetear  eonduetors,  baek  in  that  day,  was  an  Afriean-Ameriean  man 
named  Wiley  Griffin.  This  info  and  a  whole  lot  more  springs  to  life  in  the  Lane 
County  Historieal  Soeiety’s  new  exhibit,  ‘The  Changing  Demographies  of  Lane 
County,”  opening  on  Valentine’s  Day. 

Oregon  turns  150  this  year,  and  that  means  a  look  at  the  history  of  the  state.  Over 
the  years.  Lane  County  has  played  host  to  Danish  settlers,  Chinese  miners  and  rail¬ 
road  workers,  Mexiean  vaqueros  and  of 
eourse  the  area’s  original  inhabitants, 
ineluding  the  Confederated  Tribes  of 
the  Grand  Ronde.  The  Historieal  Soeiety 
wants  us  to  know  about  them  all. 

“People  will  be  surprised,”  says  exi- 
bition  eoordinator  Mary  Dole,  who 
adds  that  most  people  expeet  to  see 
pioneer  history  and  materials  at  the 
museum.  She  knows  that  when  most 
people  think  “pioneer,”  they’re  not 
imagining  Afriean-Ameriean  slaves 
who  eame  to  the  Oregon  Territory  with 
white  families  or  Jewish  families  who 
lived  in  Eugene,  not  to  mention  the 
many  “pioneers”  who  eame  from  the 
Paeifie  instead  of  aeross  the  eontinent. 

“The  idea  behind  this  exhibit  is  to  high¬ 
light  the  people  in  Oregon  who  have 
been  overlooked,”  she  says.  Exeeutive 
Direetor  Bob  Hart  says  that  he  was  also 
interested  in  getting  information  out 
about  how  loeal  folks  were  affeeted  by 
things  like  the  U.S.  government’s  ter¬ 
mination  of  various  Native  tribes  in  the 
1950s. 

But  the  stories  on  the  wall  and  in  the 
eases  don’t  simply  eoneern  the  past. 

Coordinators  worked  with  a  group  of 
loeal  Latino  people,  many  of  whose 
families  have  been  here  for  generations 
and  who  eome  from  a  variety  of  differ¬ 
ent  eountries,  so  that  the  exhibit  eomes 
into  the  present  as  well.

Minimum  Wage  Hike 

Bosses  hate  it,  workers  scrape  by 


When  minimum  wage  rose  45 
eents  at  the  beginning  of  this 
year,  Jerry  James  knew  that 
while  the  inerease  wouldn’t  allow  his 
family  to  get  ahead,  it  would  at  least  give 
them  a  leg  up  with  rising  eosts. 

“It’s  good,”  James  said.  “But  with 
the  eost  of  food,  it  sort  of  weighs  itself 
out.”  James  and  his  wife,  both  elerks 
at  the  Neighborhood  Deli  &  Market  in 
Whiteaker,  support  two  ehildren  on  their 
minimum  wage  jobs. 

Even  with  the  wage  inerease,  James  said 
that  living  on  what  they  both  make  isn’t 
easy.  “You  have  to  do  anything  else  you  ean 
to  get  by,”  James  said.  In  his  ease,  he  does  a 
little  tattooing  on  the  side.  “It  doesn’t  seem 
to  work  with  just  one  job,”  he  said. 

On  Jan.  1,  Oregon’s  minimum  wage 
inereased  from  $7.95  to  $8.40.  Eaeh  year, 
as  mandated  by  Measure  25,  Oregon’s 
minimum  wage  inereases  in  proportion  to 
inflation.  The  inerease  refleets  the  eost  of 
living  as  defined  by  the  August  Consumer 
Priee  Index  (CPI),  whieh  jumped  5.4 
pereent  between  2007  and  2008.  Measure 
25  was  approved  by  voters  in  2002,  passing 
by  a  narrow  2  pereent  margin. 

Oregon  eurrently  has  the  seeond- 
highest  minimum  wage  in  the  nation,  15 
eents  behind  Washington  state.  The  federal 
minimum  wage  is  $6.55. 

The  2009  wage  inerease  will  allow  full¬ 
time  minimum  wage  workers  to  inerease 
their  annual  ineome  from  $16,536  to 
$17,472,  an  extra  $936  a  year.  Still,  the  extra 
$3.60  a  day  might  not  be  enough  to  keep  up 
with  the  rising  eost  of  food.  Last  fall,  the 
Oregon  Center  for  Publie  Poliey  (OCPP) 
reported  that  in  the  12-month  period  ending 
last  August,  the  eost  of  food  and  gas  rose 
more  quiekly  than  the  average  eost  of  goods 
and  serviees  refleeted  by  the  CPI. 

The  OCPP  estimated  that  during  that 
period,  the  priee  of  food  rose  7.5  pereent 
and  the  eost  of  fuel  36  pereent.  “Many 
Oregonians  are  hurting  from  rising  food  and 
gas  priees,  but  the  pain  is  greater  for  low- 
ineome  workers,”  said  OCPP  poliey  analyst 
Miehael  Leaehman.  “A  larger  share  of  low- 
ineome  workers’  overall  spending  goes  to 
eover  these  two  neeessities,  eompared  to  the 
spending  of  better-paid  workers.” 

The  priee  of  gas  has  deelined  sinee  last 
year,  but  it  doesn’t  neeessarily  bring  peaee 
of  mind  to  low- wage  workers.  “The  priee 
is  down,  but  you  never  know  when  it’s 
going  to  go  baek  up,”  said  James. 

Glenda  Carroll,  a  full-time  employee  at 
The  Salvation  Army,  paused  long  enough 
from  hanging  elothes  on  raeks  to  refleet 
on  this  year’s  wage  inerease.  “Of  eourse. 


we  think  it’s  wonderful.  Anything  extra 
will  help,”  she  said.  “But  then,  how  mueh 
are  you  really  left  with  when  they’re  done 
taking  out  taxes?”  she  added. 

Another  worker,  a  eashier  at  Adult  Shop 
who  deelined  to  be  named,  said  that  she 
makes  “just  over”  minimum  wage,  and  that 
she  reeeived  a  25-eent-per-hour  raise  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  She  said  that  while 
she  weleomes  the  raise,  it’s  still  “diffieult” 
to  live  on  what  she  makes.  “I  rent  a  room 
for  $250  a  month,  and  I’m  still  $6,000  in 
debt,”  she  said. 

Although  the  wage  inerease  helps 
low- wage  workers  keep  up  with  inflation, 
lobbyists  for  some  employers  eomplain 
that  it  reduees  their  profits.  Farming  and 
restaurant  lobbyists  are  partieularly  fervent 
opponents  of  Measure  25. 

Farming  industry  lobbyists  say  that 
Measure  25  puts  Oregon’s  farms  at  a 
eompetitive  disadvantage  with  other 
states.  They  also  say  that  the  formula  for 
ealeulating  Oregon’s  minimum  wage 
inerease  doesn’t  take  into  aeeount  the 
lower  eost  of  living  in  rural  areas. 

The  farming  industry  also  eontends 
that  agrieultural  goods,  unlike  other 
produets,  ean’t  be  prieed  highly  enough  to 
eompensate  for  the  inereased  wages. 

Lobbyists  from  the  Oregon  Restaurant 
Assoeiation  (ORA)  say  that  the  yearly 
wage  inerease  threatens  jobs.  The  ORA  has 
announeed  that  it  will  push  the  2009  legislature 
to  end  the  automatie,  CPI-based  inerease.  The 
ORA  also  argues  that  the  state’s  formula  for 
inereasing  minimum  wage  should  aeeount  for 
tipping,  whieh  it  eurrently  does  not. 

Butthe  Center  for  Publie  Poliey  eontends  that 
elaims  by  the  employer  lobbyists  don’t  mateh 
reality.  OCPP  says  that  Oregon’s  restaurant  and 
farming  industries  have  flourished  sinee  2002, 
when  Measure  25  passed.  From  2002  through 
this  year,  Leaehman  said,  the  number  of 
restaurant  jobs  in  Oregon  has  grown  by  nearly 
21  pereent  —  more  than  double  the  state’s 
overall  non-farm  job  growth  rate. 

Oregon’s  net  farm  ineome  nearly  tripled 
from  2002  through  2007,  growing  faster 
than  national  farm  profits  over  the  same 
period,  Leaehman  said. 

Stories  in  the  mainstream  press, 
ineluding  The  Register- Guard  and  loeal 
TV  news,  have  foeused  almost  entirely 
on  eomplaints  from  bosses,  not  minimum 
wage  workers  struggling  to  survive. 

But  Leaehman  points  out  the  need  for 
workers  to  keep  up  with  inflation.  “The 
lowest-paid  workers  would  be  mueh  worse 
off  without  the  (wage  hike),”  he  said.  “We 
should  be  thankful  that  Oregon  is  a  national 
leader  in  raising  the  floor  on  wages.”  6W

We  work  towards  loving  our  curvy,  fat,  skinny,  super¬ 
size,  thick,  disabled,  black  and  brown  fine-ass  bodies 
every  day  —  Leah  Lakshmi  Piepzna-Samarasinha, 
“The  Femme  Shark  Manifesto” 


Sometimes,  “sex  is  a  real  form  of 
resistanee,”  says  Leah  Lakshmi  Piepzna- 
Samarasinha. 

The  aetivist  and  writer  knows  that 
different  women  want  different  things  — 
from  equal  pay  to  an  end  to  raeism  to  a 
world  where  the  idea  of  being  sexy  isn’t 
restrieted  to  some  airbrushed  white  woman 
waiting  for  her  prinee  to  eome. 

That’s  one  reason  she  eo-founded 
the  Femme  Sharks  with  her  good  friend 
Zuleikha  Mahmood,  and  that’s  one  reason 
she  tours  her  Grown  Woman  Show  to 
plaees  like  the  UO,  where  she’ll  appear  at 
the  Gerlinger  Lounge  at  7  pm  on  Monday, 
Feb.  23. 

Despite  years  of  protests,  books,  rallies, 
elasses  and  performanees,  that  message 
hasn’t  quite  gotten  into  mainstream 
diseussions.  For  instanee,  don’t  ask  The 
New  York  Times  about  eonneetions  between 
aetivism  and  desire,  or  between  women’s 
brains  and  their  genitals.  In  a  reeent  NYT 
Magazine  eover  story,  mueh  of  the  artiele 


foeused  on  the  supposed  mystery  of  female 
desire,  elaimed  that  women  don’t  know 
when  they’re  turned  on  and  ealled  women’s 
desire  “nareissistie.” 

GIVE  US  A  FUCKING  BREAK 

Good  sex,  great  sex,  enriching  sexuality 
is  not  just  about  the  absence  of physical  or 
emotional  pain  or  only  about  emotional 
intimacy.  It  is  also  about  desire  and  the 
full  expression  of  that  desire.  —  Heather 
Corinna,  “An  Immodest  Proposal” 

Feminist  bloggers  ealled  bullshit  almost 
immediately  on  mueh  of  the  Jan.  25  artiele, 
ineluding  the  headline  that  reverted  to  the  old 
Freudian  ehestnut,  “What  Do  Women  Want?” 

“Women  want  less  eondeseending 
artieles  about  what  we  want”  was  the  title 
of  a  post  at  Pandagon  (www.pandagon.net). 
The  Gawker-owned  site  Jezebel  (jezebel, 
eom)  and  Salon's  Broadsheet  (www. salon, 
eom/mwt/broadsheet)  also  leapt  into  the 
diseussion,  and  eyerolling  spread  aeross 
the  Internet. 


One  objeetion  eame  from  photos 
aeeompanying  the  artiele,  all  of  whieh  were 
of  white  women.  The  headline  seemed  to 
suggest  that  all  women  are  the  same  and  have 
the  same  desires.  And  the  artiele ’s  author, 
Daniel  Bergner,  deseribed  female  sexuality 
as  “a  giant  forest”  that  “seemed,  so  often,  too 
eomplex  for  eomprehension,”  not  to  mention 
a  spaee  of  darkness  and  many  paradoxes. 

Um,  said  the  blogosphere,  not.  “Perhaps, 
at  its  eore,  there  is  no  universal  ‘female 
sexuality,”’  wrote  Jill  Filipovie  of  Feministe 
(www.feministe.us.blog),  “and  no  deep,  dark 
paradoxieal  ‘truth’  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.” 

Perhaps  that’s  espeeially  true  for 
women  who  are  survivors  of  sexual 
violenee.  Piepzna-Samarasinha,  who’s  also 
a  performanee  artist,  survivor  of  ehildhood 
ineest  and  fieree  advoeate  for  queer  and 
trans  people  of  eolor,  says  knowing  what 
she  wants  in  sexual  terms  has  formed  part 
of  her  healing  proeess. 

But  “there’s  no  one  way  of  surviving, 
no  one  experienee,”  she  says.  Some  women 
want  individual  therapy;  some  want  to 
throw  bottles,  hard,  into  the  glass  reeyeling 
bin;  some  want  a  lot  of  new  sexual 
experienees.  “If  you  survive  violenee,  that 
doesn’t  mean  you’re  broken  forever,”  she 
says.  “You  ean  find  some  ways  of  getting 
justiee  and  getting  what  you  need.”

Sexual  self-knowledge  ean  be  one  key  to 
making  aetive,  healthy  ehoiees  —  but  it’s  not 
the  only  thing  that  turns  women  on. 

At  the  Women’s  Center  on  the  UO 
eampus,  says  direetor  Brandy  Ota,  students 
and  other  women  talk  about  wanting  to  be 
ereative  and  surrounded  by  people  who 
support  them  in  their  lives. 

“Creating  safe  environments  with  other 
women”  also  opens  the  way  for  women  to 
understand  their  desires,  aeeording  to  Ota. 
It’s  the  ASUO  Women’s  Center  that  will 
sponsor  Piepzna-Samarasinha’s  Grown 
Woman  Show,  and  one  of  the  reasons  the 
group  is  bringing  her  to  eampus  is  “to 
foster  eoalition-building,”  aeeording  to 
diversity  eoordinator  Veroniea  Barrera. 

Piepzna-Samarasinha  and  writer/ 
blogger  Kate  Harding  are  two  of  many 
eontributors  to  the  new  anthology  Yes 
Means  Yes!  Visions  of  Female  Sexual 
Power  &  A  World  Without  Rape.  Harding 
founded  the  blog  Shapely  Prose,  one  of  the 
most  prominent  fat  aeeeptanee  sites  on  the 
Internet.  She  writes  lor  Salon's  Broadsheet, 
and  her  book  Lessons  From  the  Fat-o- 
Sphere,  eo-authored  with  Marianne  Kirby, 
eomes  out  in  May. 

Harding  says  she  finds  the  idea  that 
women’s  sexuality  is  some  kind  of  hidden 
forest  both  outrageous  and  laughable. 
“Women  want  to  stop  being  treated  like  some 
mysterious  other  ereature  who  is  not  reading 
this  New  York  Times  artiele,”  she  says. 

She  adds,  “Women  want  what  every¬ 
body  wants.  I  mean,  what  do  human  beings 
want?” 

Piepzna-Samarasinha  says  it’s  elear  to 
her  that  “women’s  desires  are  surprising 
and  eomplieated  and  rooted  to  a  passion 
for  justiee.”  But  she  adds  that  desires  look 
different  over  time,  and  that  sexual  desire 
isn’t  fixed. 

“Having  raeial  and  eeonomie  and  sexual 
justiee,  having  elean  water  and  jobs  we  like  and 
eommunities  we  eontrol,  that  helps  us  express 
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Tired  of 
Chronic  Pain? 


our  sexualities,”  she  says.  The  Femme  Sharks, 
for  instance,  protest  things  like  the  recent 
“Walk  for  Life”  on  the  anniversary  of  Roe  v. 
Wade.  “We  talked  about  bringing  the  party 
back  to  the  protest,”  Piepzna-Samarasinha 
says.  “To  be  able  to  say  yes,  sex  is  dangerous, 
and  it’s  also  really  pleasurable  for  women  and 
for  trans  folks,  it  felt  really  good.” 

Many  of  the  people  in  the  Walk  for  Life  in 
the  Bay  Area  were  from  youth  groups  bussed 
in  for  the  day,  she  says.  “They’ve  been  told 
there  is  one  way  they  can  live  their  lives,  and 
it  was  nice  to  march  by  them  looking  pretty, 
being  happy,  loving  each  other,  and  saying 
This  is  a  different  model.’” 


It’s  powerful,  Piepzna-Samarasinha 
says,  “to  talk  about  the  complexities  of 
female  desire,  in  this  case,  queer,  brown 
female  desire.”  When  one  woman  told 
her,  “You’re  too  pretty  to  be  a  slut,”  she 
responded,  “I’m  beautiful  because  I’m 
a  slut,  and  you’re  beautiful.  We’re  all 
beautiful  in  the  eyes  of  God.” 

LOVING  YOUR  BODY 

Imagine  for  a  minute  a  world  in  which 
fat  women  hear  that  men  want  only  thin 
women  and  laugh  our  asses  off  because 
that  is  not  remotely  our  experience  —  our 
experience  is  one  of  loving  and  fucking 
and  navigating  a  big  damn  world  in  our 
big  damn  bodies  with  grace  and  optimism 
and  power  —  Kate  Harding,  “How  Do 
You  Fuck  a  Fat  Woman?” 

So,  no  surprise  to  anyone  who  thinks 
about  it  for  more  than  a  second,  culture  and 
biology  blend  in  the  rich  swirl  of  sex  and 
sexuality  and  lust  and  love.  In  the  midst 
of  a  media  culture  that  continually  tells 
women  how  inadequate  we  are,  how  do 
women  learn  to  care  for  our  bodies? 


Students  at  the  UO  have  some  ideas, 
Ota  says.  There’s  dancing  and  exercising 
(“especially  the  look  and  sounds  that 
women  make  when  they  are  kicking  ass  on 
the  field,”  she  writes  in  an  email).  Some 
of  the  students  say  that  it  helps  a  lot  to 
become  “proficient  masturbators.” 

Harding,  whose  blog  is  part  of  the 
Healthy  At  Every  Size  (HAES)  movement, 
says  that  her  new  book  specifically 
addresses  the  idea  of  liking  your  body  no 
matter  what  size  you  are. 

“It’s  everything  from  stop  watching 
so  much  TV,  where  you’re  constantly 
bombarded  by  images  of  thin  women  and  diet 
ads,”  she  says,  “to  stop  making  fun  of  other 
women’s  bodies,”  whether  those  bodies  are 
pencil-thin,  medium-sized  or  fat.  “The  more 
we’re  judging  other  people,  the  more  we’re 
saying  it  about  ourselves,”  she  says. 

At  the  popular  online  sex-ed  site 
Scarleteen,  founder  Heather  Corinna  (who 
also  has  a  piece  in  Yes  Means  Yes)  writes, 
“Screw  magazines  that  tell  you  to  focus  on 
what  to  improve  about  your  body  . . .  Your 
body  is  not  a  home-improvement  project.” 

The  students  atthe  ASUO  Women’s  Center 
would  probably  agree  with  that,  according  to 
Ota.  Women  loving  their  own  bodies  might 
mean  ‘  ‘actively  working  to  break  down  barriers 
and  stereotypes  about  women,”  she  says. 

For  her  part,  Leah  Lakshmi  Piepzna- 
Samarasinha  finds  that  it  helps  that  she  works 
with  other  people  —  women  and  men,  trans 
people  and  queer  people  and  straight  people 
—  in  a  group  called  Generation  Five  (www. 
generationfive.org).  Generation  Five’s  goal 
is  to  end  childhood  sexual  violence  in  five 
generations,  to  make  obsolete  the  social 
conditions  that  let  the  abuse  go  on. 

That’s  not  something  one  woman  can 
do  by  herself  “It’s  not  an  individual 
problem,”  Piepzna-Samarasinha  says.  And, 
like  Harding,  she  finds  some  community 
online.  “If  you  look  at  bloggers  like 
angryblackbitch.com,  for  instance,  there’s 
a  whole  community  of  women  writing 
about  what  community  looks  like  in  our 
lives,”  she  says. 

Anger  might  be  part  of  finding  a  path  to 
loving  the  body  and  to  recovery  and  desire, 
Piepzna-Samarasinha  says.  But  along  with 
rage,  she  writes  in  her  essay  in  Yes  Means 
Yes,  “There’s  got  to  be  something  else  we 
make  together,”  a  community  that’s  made 
up  of  people  “loving,  fucking,  healing, 
praying,  listening  to  one  another.”  6)H

Yes  Means  Yes  is  available  at  the  UO  Bookstore. 
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It  wasn’t  Valentine’s  Day  when  Tita 
prepared  turkey  mole  (pronouneed 
“mow-lay”)  with  ehoeolate,  almonds 
and  sesame  seeds  in  Laura  Esquivel’s 
novel  Like  Water  for  Chocolate.  It  was 
a  mole  that,  if  Cupid  had  his  way,  would 
have  been  for  her  to  eat  alone  with  Pedro, 
the  man  she  loved.  Instead,  she  made  the 
mole  for  a  banquet  honoring  the  firstborn 
ehild  of  Pedro  and  Rosaura,  Tita’s  sister, 
Pedro’s  wife. 

“The  seeret  is  to  make  it  with  love,” 
Tita  tells  a  guest  who  wants  her  reeipe. 
And  she  means  it.  As  Tita  grinds  the 
almonds  and  sesame  seeds  together,  Pedro 
walks  into  the  kitehen  and  is  transfixed  by 
the  sight  of  Tita’s  body  undulating  as  she 
graeefully  works  the  grinding  stone.  They 
share  a  passionate  gaze  and  ean  no  longer 
hide  their  ill-fated  love. 

The  word  mole  eomes  from  molli, 
an  Aztee  word  that  translates  as  sauee, 
mixture,  or  eoneoetion.  There  are  as  many 
ways  to  eoneoet  mole  as  there  are  kitehens 
in  Mexieo,  but  essentially  it’s  a  ground 
paste  of  roasted  ehile  peppers,  nuts,  seeds, 
fruit,  spiees  and,  in  most  eases,  ehoeolate. 

Mole,  whieh  refers  to  both  the  sauee 
and  the  dish  in  whieh  it  is  used,  is  a 
eelebratory  dish,  served  at  the  most  speeial 
of  oeeasions,  where  it  often  headlines  the 
meal.  The  idea  of  ehoeolate  in  a  main  eourse 


might  seem  odd,  but  historieally 
ehoeolate  was  served  bitter  and 
spiey  —  like  the  Aztee  brew  that 
was  served  to  Hernando  Cortes, 
the  Spanish  eonquistador.  It  was 
only  after  Cortes  brought  ehoeolate 
baek  to  Spain  that  the  sweetened 
version  was  ereated.  Modem  mole, 
meanwhile,  ineorporates  many 
ingredients  the  Europeans  brought 
to  the  New  World,  ineluding  eloves, 
anise,  almonds,  and  raisins. 

I’m  going  to  share  a  mole  reeipe  that  was 
inspired  by  Tita’s,  though  the  book  leaves 
some  parts  of  her  reeipe  unexplained,  so 
that  it’s  impossible  to  know  exaetly  how 
exaetly  her  mole  was  made.  I’ve  tweaked 
the  reeipe  for  Valentine’s  Day  by  inereasing 
the  ehoeolate  and  paired  the  mole  with 
ehieken  instead  of  the  walnut- fattened 
turkeys  Tita  used  beeause  ehieken  is  easier 
to  eome  by.  But  if  you  ean  get  turkey,  by  all 
means  do.  It’s  exe optional  with  wild  game 
as  well,  either  venison  or  birds. 

Add  a  ehieken,  or  parts,  to  a  pot  of 
boiling  water.  After  10  minutes  drain  the 
water  and  pull  off  the  skin.  Fill  the  pot  with 
fresh  water  bring  to  a  boil,  and  simmer  with 
a  few  earrots,  an  onion  and  salt.  When  the 
ehieken  is  falling-apart  eooked  (1-2  hours), 
remove  from  heat  and  let  eool. 

To  make  the  mole,  heat  a  heavy  pan 


on  medium.  Toast,  and  then  set  aside,  the 
following:  %  eup  pumpkin  seeds,  toasted 
until  they  start  to  pop;  %  eup  almonds;  % 
eup  peeans;  %  eup  sesame  seeds;  %  eup 
eoeoa  seeds  or  nibs;  and  %  eup  peanuts,  all 
toasted  until  brown. 

Add  1  tablespoon  of  oil  to  the  pan  and 
fry  half  a  eup  of  raisins,  stirring  often,  until 
they  puff  up. 

Remove  the  stems  and  seeds  of  three 
dried  pasilla  ehiles,  three  dried  anehos, 
and  one  mulato  (or  substitute  poblano  or 
guajillo).  Break  the  ehile  skins  into  pieees 
and  then  toast  in  the  pan  until  erispy  but 
not  burnt.  Set  aside. 

Toast  the  ehile  seeds  until  dark  brown 
and  set  aside. 

Add  more  oil,  saute  five  eloves  garlie  and 
a  medium  onion,  ehopped.  Tear  apart  a  bread 
roll,  toast  the  ehunks,  and  then  fiy  them  for 
10  minutes  with  the  garlie  and  onions. 


With  a  mortar  and  pestle  or  spiee 
grinder,  grind  two  inehes  of  einnamon 
stiek,  a  teaspoon  eaeh  of  blaek  peppereoms 
and  eoriander,  half  a  teaspoon  of  anise 
seeds  and  five  whole  eloves. 

Put  the  roasted  nuts  and  seeds  in  a  food 
proeessor  and  run  it  until  they’re  pulverized 
and  then  begin  adding  the  shards  of 
ehile.  If  at  any  point  the  food  proeessor ’s 
eontents  get  too  thiek,  add  broth  from 
the  ehieken  pot.  Add  three  tablespoons 
unsweetened  ehoeolate  powder  (double 
that  if  you  eouldn’t  find  eoeoa  seeds  or 
nibs  to  roast).  Add  the  fried  onion  garlie 
bread  and  half  of  the  ground  spiees.  Keep 
adding  just  enough  ehieken  broth  so  it  all 
keeps  getting  sueked  through  the  blades. 

Pull  the  bones  out  of  the  ehieken,  tease 
apart  the  fiesh  and  reheat  it  in  a  pan  with 
enough  broth  to  eover  it. 

Add  a  eup  of  your  mole  paste  into  the 
eooking  ehieken,  and  mix  everything  really 
well.  After  it’s  simmered  together  for  10 
minutes,  taste  it.  Add  more  ground  spiee 
from  the  mortar  if  you  want.  Add  sugar, 
one  teaspoon  at  a  time,  stirring,  mixing 
and  tasting  until  it  just  starts  to  taste  sweet. 
Mole,  like  love,  is  bittersweet,  and  its 
flavor  depends  on  this  delieate  balanee. 

Salt  to  taste.  Cook  until  it  thiekens 
enough  to  eoat  a  spoon  —  the  eonsisteney 
of  melted  ehoeolate. 

A  glass  of  red  wine  makes  a  great 
aeeompaniment.  The  wine’s  aeidie 
earthiness  enhanees  the  flavors  of  the  mole, 
while  inebriating  your  Valentine.  BW 
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Yill

Seared  Scallops  with  Corn,  Pancetta  &  Green  Onions 

From  the  King  Estate  Winery,  reprinted  with  permission  from  Sasquatch  Books 
1  cup  freshly  shucked  com 

4  green  onions  (green  and  pale  green  parts),  chopped 

1/2  cup  heavy  cream 

1  ounce  pancetta,  diced 

1  pound  Alaskan  sea  scallops 

Salt  and  freshly  ground  black  pepper 

Balsamic  sauce  (recipe  follows) 

Olive  oil  (optional) 

Snipped  chives  (optional) 

1 .  Place  the  corn,  green  onions  and  cream  in  a  small  saucepan  and  simmer  until 
the  mixture  is  thick  and  creamy;  keep  warm. 

2.  In  a  medium  skillet,  cook  the  pancetta  over  medium-high  heat  until  it  starts 
to  get  crispy.  Season  the  scallops  with  salt  and  pepper;  add  to  the  pan  with  the 
bacon,  leaving  space  between  the  scallops.  Cook  for  5  to  7  minutes,  turning 
once,  until  the  scallops  are  browned  on  both  sides  and  opaque  in  the  center. 

3.  To  serve,  spoon  the  com  mixture  onto  the  center  of  each  plate.  Divide  the 
scallops  and  place  on  top  of  the  com  mixture.  Spoon  the  Balsamic  Sauce  around 
the  com.  Drizzle  the  olive  oil  around  the  Balsamic  Sauce.  Sprinkle  with  chives. 

Balsamic  Sauce 

1  tablespoon  balsamic  vinegar 
1  tablespoon  soy  sauce 
1  tablespoon  ketchup 
1  tablespoon  butter,  melted 

In  a  small  bowl,  whisk  together  all  of  the  ingredients.

The  book  also  covers 
coasts,  rivers  and  all  kinds 
of  natural  and  not-so-natural 
outposts  where  love  wings  and 
wanders  its  winsome  way.  The 
book’s  subtitle  is  Lodgings, 
Restaurants,  Beaches,  Sunsets 
and  Scenic  Dives:  A  Romantic 
Travel  Guide,  and  that’s  no  lie: 

It’s  an  exhaustive  but  portable 
planning  tool.  Reading  it  gives 
lots  of  lovin’  details  about  the 
Pacific  Northwest  from  the 
southern  tip  of  the  Oregon 


Coast  and  Ashland  up  to  the  Vancouver 
Island  and  the  Okanagan  Valley.  Some 
listings  will  inevitably  be  out-of-date  in 
these  hard  economic  times,  but  if  folks 
popping  into  Eugene  head  for  Luna  and 
find  Cafe  Maroc  instead,  how  much  more 
romantic  the  trip  will  be. 

Cities?  For  sure,  from  Vancouver  to 
Seattle  to  Portland,  in  lots  of  charming, 
specific  detail.

20,  but  the  travel  guide’s  new 
companion  book  can  give  you 
a  taste  of  what’s  in  store  when 
the  economy  recovers.

Places  to  Kiss  in  the  Northwest  Cookbook 
seems  like  a  gimmick  —  and  like  its  parent 
book,  it  is.  But  this  is  a  well-researched 
and  beautifully  presented  gimmick,  with 
Northwest  staple  recipes  like  a  baby  spinach 
salad  with  poached  pears,  candied  pecans  and 
blue  cheese  (from  a  restaurant  in  Jacksonville) 
or  a  Seattle-area  dish  of  steamed  clams  in 
saffron  broth.  From  an  inn  in  Sooke,  B.C., 


comes  a  creamy  fromage  de  coeur  (perfect 
for  Valentine’s  Day),  and  Sisters’  Fivepine 
Lodge  provides  a  recipe  for  coffee  with  a 
little  something  extra,  not  even  counting  the 
“ultimate  whipped  cream”  that  tops  it  off. 
For  the  nights  when  you’re  hunkered  down 
at  home  with  your  honey,  use  the  cookbook 
for  inspiration  and  the  travel  guide  for  perfect 
planning.  Sweet!  CHf

The  other  vampire  movie  of  the  year

They  say  junior  high  can  be 
awkward,  but  what  a  curse  to  be 
12  and  a  vampire.  Eli  (pronounced 
Eeley,  played  by  Lina  Leandersson) 
has  just  moved  into  the  neighborhood, 
but  there’s  little  hope  of  her  making 
new  friends  since  she  only  goes  out  at 
night.  Enter  Oskar  (Kare  Hedebrant),  the 
neighborhood  night  owl.  Thin-limbed  and 
with  delicate  features,  like  some  fragile 
vestige  of  the  Victorian  poets,  gentle  Oskar 
screams  helplessness,  a  cry  easily  heard  by 
the  bullies  who  regularly  target  him.  When 
Eli  makes  her  first  tentative  step  toward 
Oskar  —  she  touches  his  hand,  saying  she 
can  protect  him  —  his  hesitation  is  pitch- 
perfect.  Better  a  girlfriend  that  smells 
like  a  crypt  than  no  girlfriend,  right?  It’s 
a  masterful  scene,  one  of  many  in  this 
vibrantly  intelligent,  magnificently  stylized 
film.  Imagine  Smilla  s  Sense  of  Snow 
directed  by  Guillermo  del  Toro  and  you 
start  to  get  an  idea  of  the  elegant  nightmare 
that  is  Let  the  Right  One  In. 

Oskar  and  Eli  become  unlikely 
companions,  communicating  (when  she 
can’t  go  outside)  by  tapping  out  Morse 
code  on  their  shared  apartment  wall.  Other 
walls  come  down,  but  just  as  they’re 
getting  comfortable,  Eli’s  guardian  —  a 
quiet,  uncomplicated  man  who  could 
be  her  father,  but  whom  you  sense  was 


once  her  companion,  long  ago  —  makes 
a  mistake,  potentially  exposing  her. 
Reluctant  to  kill  the  innocent  for  blood, 
Eli  must  choose  between  starvation  and 
her  ancient,  demonic  biology.  While  Oskar 
is  gaining  confidence,  Eli,  without  her 
protector,  is  growing  desperate.  Listen  to 
the  purr  of  her  weakening  metabolism,  the 
vampire’s  equivalent  of  a  stomach  growl. 
Watch  how  Oskar  examines  Eli  upon  their 
second  meeting,  him  taking  in  her  clearly 
revitalized  appearance  (because,  well,  she’s 
been  feeding).  Perhaps  out  of  love,  perhaps 
to  snare  him,  Eli  starts  breaking  the  rules 
of  vampirism,  like  eating  candy  or  entering 
a  house  uninvited,  so  that  Oskar  might  see 
her  as  she  once  was:  a  human  girl.  She’s  a 
monster,  he’s  a  sissy:  It’s  by  far  the  most 
convincing  love  story  of  the  year. 

Let  the  Right  One  In  is  the  best  sounding, 
best  looking  film  of  2008.  So  crisp  in  every 
detail,  so  intelligent  in  its  construction,  it 
is  an  achingly  beautiful  film  to  look  at. 
Evoking  a  world  of  snow,  of  lives  lived  by 
lamplight.  Let  the  Right  One  In  captures 
the  melancholy  and  sadness  of  youth, 
and  youthful  love,  far  more  memorably 
than  Twilight  ever  could.  Even  that  great 
psychological  funhouse  The  Shining,  with 
its  massive  snowdrifts  and  long,  deranged 
indoor  scenes,  is  a  touchstone  for  Let  the 
Right  One  In,  which  will  surely  become 
a  classic.  In  a  genre  chock-a-block  with 
mediocre  visions,  and  now  resurgent  with 
the  lightweight  Twilight,  Let  the  Right 
One  In  manages  to  escape  its  genre  while 
simultaneously  reinventing  it.  BW

Van  Damme  goes  meta

It’s  possible  that  you  might  want  to 
have  as  little  eontext  as  possible 
before  watehing  JCVD;  it’s  possible 
that  you  might  need  to  know  a  little 
something  about  the  film  for  it  to  sound 
appealing.  It’s  not  every  day  that  a  Jean- 
Claude  Van  Damme  film  appears  at  the 
Bijou,  is  it?  But  it’s  also  not  every  day  that 
a  Jean-Claude  Van  Damme  film  has  more 
in  eommon  with  Being  John  Malkovich 
than  with,  say,  any  other  Jean-Claude  Van 
Damme  film. 

In  JCVD,  Van  Damme  plays  himself, 
mostly.  An  out  of  work,  fairly  down  on 
his  luek  aetor,  Jean-Claude  is  losing  his 
daughter  in  a  eustody  battle  and  losing 
roles  to  Steven  Seagal  (who’s  promised 
to  eut  off  his  ponytail;  what  eould  Jean- 
Claude  possibly  offer  in  kind?).  He’s 
broke,  he’s  depressed,  and  when  he  heads 
to  a  Brussels  post  offiee  to  piek  up  a  wire 
transfer,  he  finds  himself  in  the  middle 
of  a  rather  serewy  heist.  Suddenly,  he’s 
proteeting  the  other  hostages  and  aeting  as 
negotiator  with  the  outside  world,  where 
he’s  assumed  to  be  the  man  behind  the 
robbery. 

It’s  a  tough  position  to  be  in. 

But  simply  putting  Van  Damme  into 
a  position  where  he’s  both  in  the  real 
world  and  in  the  plot  of  a  bad  aetion 
movie  isn’t  enough  for  direetor  Mabrouk 
El  Meehri.  JCVD  is  a  playful  look  at 
fame  and  eelebrity,  and  how  they  shape 
the  pereeption  of  a  person  who’s  just 
human,  after  all,  no  matter  how  we  think 
we  remember  him  from  hot  ’90s  fare  like 


Universal  Soldier.  This  film  is  sepia-toned, 
drained  of  most  eolor;  it  does  a  nifty  little 
danee  through  its  timeline;  sometimes  it 
thinks  about  being  doeumentary-esque, 
only  to  veer  off  into  a  segment  in  whieh 
the  film  appears  to  skip  in  the  projeetor  and 
then  reset,  with  a  different  storyline  to  play 
out.  Oeeasionally  it  poses  answers  without 
questions  in  the  form  of  blaek  title  eards, 
the  first  of  whieh  referenees  the  eustody 
battle.  Is  the  relevant  question  “Why  is 
Jean-Claude  so  desperate  for  money?”  Is 
it  “Why  would  he  not  immediately  fight 
his  way  out  of  the  post  offiee?”  The  movie 
doesn’t  answer,  but  there  might  be  a  elue  in 
a  surprisingly  sympathy-gamering  seene 
in  whieh  Jean-Claude ’s  daughter  explains 
that  she  doesn’t  want  to  live  with  her  father 
beeause  her  friends  make  fun  of  her  when 
his  movies  eome  on  TV. 

JCVD  doesn’t  answer  many  questions, 
to  be  honest,  but  it  does  pose  one  good  one: 
Would  Van  Damme  have  been  a  different 
star  if  he’d  been  given  better  material? 
Here,  he’s  funny,  sly,  ordinary,  believable, 
even  when  he’s  boating  up  above  the  post 
offiee  set.  From  above  and  outside  the 
film,  he  delivers  a  lengthy  monologue  that 
addresses  his  entire  past,  from  learning 
karate  to  beeoming  a  star  to  growing 
addietedto  dmgs.  Van  Damme  weeps,  even! 
It’s  one  of  the  moments  in  the  film  where 
it  feels  a  bit  like  something’s  gotten  lost  in 
translation,  yet  it  still  works,  and  not  solely 
on  sheer  peeuliarity.  As  an  aetion  hero.  Van 
Damme  seemed  a  musele-bound  blank. 
But  as  the  eenter  of  a  metaeommentary  on 
the  various  failures  of  his  own  existenee, 
he’s  something  else  entirely:  a  eharaeter, 
and  one  worth  watehing.  BW

Empathy  for  Assholes 

Todd  Snider  writes  to  ease  his  mind 


The  guy  in  the  ear  in  front  of  you  at 
the  drive  through  window  is  brutally 
ehewing  out  the  blameless  pimply- 
faeed  kid  working  there.  You  probably  don’t 
give  it  mueh  thought  other  than  knowing  that 
the  jerk  just  wasted  your  preeious  time. 

But  when  Portland-born  singer/song- 
writerToddSniderwitnessed  a  similar  ineident, 
he  thought,  “What  would  make  a  guy  aet  like 
that?”  Snider  then  took  his  thoughts  home  and 
digested  them.  “By  the  time  I  got  baek  to  my 
house,”  he  says,  “I  thought,  if  I  eould  try  to 
just  find  some  empathy  for  this  guy  that  aeted 
like  a  total  asshole  . . .  how  eould  I  write  that 
down?”  He  then  proeeeded  to  pieee  together 
the  possible  aspeets  of  this  nameless  man’s 
life.  What  seemed  to  be  pushing  him  off  the 
edge  of  sanity?  His  unfiilfilling 
eareer  his  parents  ehose  beeause 
“they  thought  it  would  be 
praetieal”;  his  slave-driving 
boss;  his  self-eentered,  ingrate 
daughter;  his  wife,  who  spends

his  money  faster  than  he  ean  make  it;  and  his 
impenitent,  slaeker  son  (whom  he  seeretly 
admires  for  his  shameless  ways).  All  of  these 
pressures  led  to  the  explosive  assault  on  the 
innoeent  teenager  working  the  window.  The 
resulting  traek,  “Stuek  on  the  Comer  (Prelude 
to  a  Heart  Attaek),”  appears  on  Snider’s  latest 
EP,  Peace  Queer,  and  is  just  one  example  of 
his  outstandingly  distinetive  and  insightful 
songwriting  abilities.  His  following  album. 
The  Excitement  Plan,  is  due  out  in  a  few 
months. 

Expeet  to  hear  songs  from  both  albums 
when  Snider  performs  at  the  WOW  Hall 
armed  with  an  acoustic  guitar,  a  harmonica, 
his  wry  sense  of  humor  and  a  unique  style 
that  places  him  in  the  company  of  some  of 
America’s  greatest  songwriters.  Admittedly, 
in  his  early  years,  Snider  sort  of  stalked  some 
of  those  songwriters  to  whom  he  is  now 
compared.  He  showed  up  at  Keith  Sykes’ 
front  door  with  just  a  demo  tape  and  a  guitar. 
Sykes  was  so  impressed  that  he  introduced 


Snider  to  Jimmy  Buffett 
in  1993.  That  led  to  Snider  opening  for 
Buffet  on  the  west  coast.  “One  day  I  was 
playing  a  little  coffeehouse  in  front  of  like 
10  people,”  Snider  says.  “Then  I  flew  out  to 
L.A.  and  played  the  Hollywood  Bowl  with 
him  and  I  played  my  hometown,  Portland, 
too.  That  night  I  flew  out  on  a  red  eye  ... 
back  to  Memphis  where  I  played  for  another 
20  people.  It  was  pretty  surreal.”  These 
days,  Todd  Snider  is  at  a  point  in  his  life  and 
career  where  he  has  developed  connections, 
friendships  and  a  history  with  those  whom 
he  has  always  idolized. 

Snider’s  songs  can  have  you  laughing  one 
minute  and  welling  up  with  tears  the  next.  He 
stirs  emotions,  beliefs  and  thoughts  cleverly 
and  carefully  without  ever  being  over  the  top 
or  in  your  face.  Snider  says,  “I  don’t  share 
my  opinions  with  you  because  I  think  they 
are  smart.  I  share  them  with  you  because  they 
rhyme.  I  do  not  do  this  to  change  your  mind 
about  anything.  I  do  this  to  ease  my  own 
mind  about  everything.”  6W

Ineffectually  Effective  Art  in  the  Heart 


Calling  your  band  the  Ineffectuals  might 
seem  like  a  surefire  way  to  inspire  suspicion 
in  prospective  listeners.  But  listen  to  these 
guys'  full-length  debut  album,  Origins,  and 
you  realize  that  this  local  art  pop  band 
has  effectively  produced  an  engaging, 
conceptually  mature  piece  of  work.  The 
opening  song,  "Welcome  To  Life,"  serves 
only  as  a  somewhat  generic  lead-in  to  the 
rest  of  the  album;  it's  the  second  track, 
"Crash,"  which  describes  the  crash  landing 
of  an  alien  on  Earth,  that  really  introduces 
the  Ineffectuals  and  offers  the  first  inkling 
of  these  guys'  formidable  skills.  The  next 
seven  tracks  proceed  to  explore  themes  of 
isolation,  relaying  the  experience  of  a  weary, 
wide-eyed  traveler  who  left  his  unworldly 
home  for  the  same  reasons  we  all  do:  to  see 
what  else  is  out  there,  but  also  to  escape 
responsibility  and  figure  out  what  kind  of 
person  you  are  when  you're  not  surrounded 
by  the  people  who  know  you  well. 

Origins'  theme  of  alienation  extends  to 
the  trippy  instrumentals:  the  psychedelic 
guitar  solos  and  shoegazer-esque  effects 
work  together  to  create  music  that  aches  with 
longing,  even  when  the  melody  keeps  a  lively 
pace.  At  times,  the  band  comes  off  sounding 
like  a  less  cynical  Pavement,  especially  when 
frontman  Wesley  Curtis  growls  "I  don't  want 
to  grow  up"  on  "Growing,  Growing,  Gone." 
And  though  the  Pavement  connection  fades 
in  and  out,  the  bright,  jangly  sound  and 
myriad  of  guitar  solos  maintains  the  '90s 
indie  pop  sensibility.  As  an  extra  bonus,  you 
can  hear  the  album  for  free  by  visiting  the 
Ineffectuals'  MySpace  blog,  which  contains 
a  link  to  stream  or  download  Origins  in  its 
entirety.  The  Ineffecturals  and  Jake  Lesiak 
play  at  8  pm  Friday,  Feb.  13,  at  Wandering 
Goat.  Free.  -  Sara  Brickner 


Abe  Hurd,  bassist  and  vocalist  with  local 
band  Rye  Wolves,  has  opened  Epic  Electric 
Tattoo  &  Epicspace,  a  tattoo  shop,  all-ages 
music  venue  and  art  space  where  Eugeneans 
can  get  inked  up  and  see  live  music  at  the 
same  place  -  though  not  likely  at  the  same 
time.  Hurd  hopes  to  create  a  forum  where 
people  can  talk  tats,  of  course,  but  also 
experience  installation  work,  photography, 
painting  and  music.  "Working  class  art  for 
working  class  people,"  he  says.  "Rich  people 
can  afford  art  that  most  people  can't  even 
afford  to  look  at,  so  really  what  I  want  is  for 
art  to  be  accessible." 

Hurd's  mother  is  a  photographer,  and 
after  attending  one  of  her  art  shows,  he 
decided  "then  and  there"  that  he  was  leaving 
Mayan  field  archeology  behind  to  study  art. 
A  dream  also  helped,  corny  as  it  sounds,  he 
says.  "I  had  a  dream  to  go  talk  to  a  friend  of 
mine,"  who  worked  at  his  own  tattoo  shop, 
"and  pretty  soon  I  was  apprenticing  with  him." 
After  learning  at  a  handful  of  local  shops, 
Hurd  was  drawn  to  the  space  in  a  former 
lawnmower  shop  in  the  heart  of  Whiteaker. 
Though  it's  bare-bones  at  this  point,  Hurd 
says  "the  space  is  golden  and  ready  to  go." 
Art  will  rotate,  and  shows  will  occur  "by 
feel,"  Hurd  says,  "hand-picked  so  that  we're 
bringing  really  cool  things  through."

Gospel  Lives 

The  Blind  Boys  off  Alabama  have  been  together  for  six  decades.  Some  people 
don't  even  live  that  long,  let  alone  perform  in  a  band  with  the  same  people  for  that 
many  years.  You  would  think  they'd  get  tired  of  each  other  eventually,  or  that  people 
would  lose  interest  in  them  and  they'd  quit.  But  as  time  goes  on,  the  Blind  Boys  are 
only  becoming  more  popular.  How  often  can  you  say  that  a  band's  greatest  success  is 
found  in  the  twilight  of  their  career?  They  recently  performed  the  National  Anthem 
at  the  Tostitos  Fiesta  Bowl,  just  received  a  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  at  the  51st 
Annual  Grammy  Awards  and  will  be  appearing  on  NPR's  World  Cafe  on  February  27. 
These  guys  are  definitely  on  some  kind  of  roll. 

Back  with  their  first  new  album  in  three  years,  Down  in  New  Orleans,  the  band  has 
retained  every  bit  of  the  soul  that  has  garnered  them  increasing  amounts  of  acclaim 
over  the  years.  The  funky  gospel  sound  of  "Free  at  Last"  is  as  lively  as  a  Holy  Ghost 
Party  at  a  Sunday  revival,  while  the  piano  solos  and  sing-songy  stylings  of  the  lyrics 
on  the  catchy,  exuberant  "Down  By  the  Riverside"  will  likely  make  you  start  clapping 
your  hands  before  you  even  know  what's  hit  you.  As  uplifting  as  ever.  The  Blind  Boys 
of  Alabama  keep  plugging  away,  making  the  music  and  singing  the  songs  that  have 
been  lighting  their  path  for  the  last  60  years.  The  Blind  Boys  of  Alabama  perform  at 
7:30  pm  Wednesday,  Feb.  18,  at  The  Shedd.  $16.50-$43.

Matthews  &  Friends,  and  is  now  playing 
guitar  full-time  with  the  Dave  Matthews 
Band,  but  it  seems  that's  not  quite  enough 
to  keep  him  busy. 

He's  also  formed  an  electric  funk  trio 
called  TR3  and  is  squeezing  in  a  short 
tour  before  rejoining  the  Matthews  camp 
on  the  road  again  later  in  spring.  Some 
of  TR3's  songs  are  outright  sexy  rockers, 
like  "Do  You  Wanna,"  while  some  are 
instrumental  beauties.

Reynolds  sings  with  TR3,  and  his  voice 
has  this  great  burry  quality  that's  easy  to 
hear  but  hard  to  put  into  words.  It's  kind 
of  fuzzy,  deep  and  earthy,  no  matter  how 
he's  singing,  whether  it  be  hitting  the  high 
notes  and  really  getting  funky  or  exploring 


a  mellow  tone.  TR3's  first  release.  Radiance, 
will  be  available  on  this  tour,  and  for  fans 
of  funk  'n'  roll,  this  promises  to  be  a  must- 
have  CD.

A  composer  who  rebelled  against 
her  roek’n’roll  loving  parents  by 
blasting  Beethoven  in  her  bedroom 
and  whose  work  is  performed  everywhere. 
A  barefoot  Seottish  pereussion  player  who’s 
a  dame  of  the  British  Empire  —  and  deaf, 
to  boot. 

The  Eugene 

Symphony’s  got  a  lot 
eookin’  this  month 
when  eomposer-in- 
residenee  Jennifer 
Higdon  —  she  of  the 
rebellious  nature, 
the  striped  eat  and 
the  bond  with  outgoing  Musie  Direetor 
Gianearlo  Guerrero,  meets  Dame  Evelyn 
Glennie  for  the  first  time.  Glennie  is  slated  to 
play  Higdon’s  Pereussion  Coneerto,  whieh 
Guerrero  says  “will  showease  Evelyn’s 
virtuosity.” 

The  eoneerto,  whieh  has  spread  like 
wildfire  aeross  the  eountry’s  symphonies 
sinee  it  premiered  in  2005,  refieets  Higdon’s 
status  as  the  most  performed  living  Ameriean 
eomposer.  “Her  musie  is  very  exeiting  and 
energy-driven,”  Guerrero  says.  “There  are 
wonderful  eolors,  lots  of  notes;  it’s  moving 
very  quiekly  and  immediately  gets  the 
audienee  exeited.” 

Higdon  says  she’s  happy  to  eome  baek 
to  Eugene  for  the  week,  where  she  was 
eomposer  in  residenee  a  few  years  ago  as 
the  Symphony  performed  her  Coneerto  for 
Orehestra.  “I  have  fantastie  memories  of 
Eugene,  and  I  had  a  great  time  talking  to  the 


eommunity,”  she  says.  She  ealls  the  Eugene 
audienee  sophistieated  and  says  we’re  lueky 
to  have  Glennie,  whom  she’s  never  met 
before.  “I  think  I’ve  got  all  of  her  CDs,” 
Higdon  says. 

In  the  Pereussion  Coneerto,  Glennie 
performs  in  front  of  the  orehestra.  “There’s 
quite  a  bit  of  baek  and 
forth  between  the  baek  of 
the  orehestra  and  the  front 
of  the  orehestra,”  Higdon 
says.  “It’s  refreshing  that 
Glennie’s  made  pereussion 
a  more  prominent  solo 
instrument.” 

Higdon  herself  is  known  for  her 
aeeessible  work,  and  she  has  some  theories 
about  why  that  is:  “I’m  eonstantly  asking 
myself  if  this  is  interesting  enough,  how  I 
ean  make  it  more  interesting  and  vary  eolors 
so  it’s  not  just  the  strings  playing  all  of  the 
time.”  Besides  that,  Higdon  says,  she’s 
interested  in  providing  “a  elear  rhythm  and 
pulse.” 

Guerrero  says  that  the  Higdon-Glennie 
eombination  works  brilliantly.  Before  the 
Pereussion  Coneerto,  the  orehestra  will 
prepare  the  way  for  Glennie  by  performing 
Haydn’s  Symphony  No.  103,  the  Drum  Roll 
Symphony,  and  Higdon’s  short  pieee  Loeo. 

“I  guarantee  the  audienee  is  going  to 
enjoy  this  eoneert!”  Higdon  says.  Meet 
Glennie  and  Higdon  at  a  talk  at  noon  on 
Wednesday,  Feb.  18,  in  the  Hult  Center 
lobby,  and  then  eheek  out  the  performanee 
Thursday  night.  BHf

Jesus  Goes  Urban 

Godspell  at  LCC 


The  stage  is  bleak,  all  eonerete,  graffiti 
and  ehain  link  fenee.  Dominating  the 
baek  wall  is  a  strueture  of  dilapidated 
seaffolding  and  eaging,  strewn  with  garbage 
and  the  bodies  of  the  homeless. 

Right  away,  direetor  Chris  Pinto  sets  the 
LCC  audienee  up  for  a  different  version  of 
the  1972  musieal  Godspell.  Prostitutes  and 
drug  addiets  make  up  the  diseiples  of  the 
street  prophet  Jesus,  with  einderbloek  and 
eaution  tape  serving  as  his  temple. 

Godspell  was  a  huge  Broadway  hit, 
a  ’70s  amalgamation  of  smooth  roek, 
vaudeville  and  good  oP  gospel  truth. 
Taken  from  the  text  of  the  bible’s  most 
lovin’ est  gospel  writer,  Matthew,  it  foeuses 
on  teaehings  of  hope  and  other  helpful 
behaviors.  Despite  efforts  to  edge  up 
this  produetion,  there  are  ways  in  whieh 
Godspell  will  always  be  hopelessly  dated. 
Jesus  is  elown-like,  doing  trieks  for  his 
goofy  diseiples.  Watehing  a  homeless  man 
rise  from  a  drunken  stupor  to  bop  around 
the  stage  pretending  to  be  a  goat  in  order 
to  illustrate  a  point  for  the  Son  of  Man?  It 
doesn’t  quite  work.  On  the  other  hand,  fist- 
bumps  and  Stomp  are  fun,  and  you  gotta 
love  an  updated  Jesus  wearing  Superman 
boxer  shorts  and  a  “Yes,  we  ean!”  T-shirt. 

Godspell  is  an  ensemble  pieee  in  whieh 
rehearsal  anties  are  traditionally  worked 
into  the  show.  This  produees  some  niee 
moments  at  the  Blue  Door  Theatre,  like  an 
impromptu  shuffle  of  the  east  into  the  pose 


of  da  Vinei’s  Last  Supper,  or  east  member 
Mark  Mullaney  taking  his  sax  to  the  stage. 
Other  bits  might  have  been  better  left  to  the 
rehearsal  halls,  for  east  members  frequently 
have  to  explain  a  joke.  The  east  boasts  some 
lovely  voiees  and  makes  up  for  the  notes  they 
ean’t  quite  reaeh  with  real  heart.  Chas  King 
stands  out  with  a  sense  of  eomedie  timing 
and  naturalness.  Jordon  Nowotny’s  Jesus  is 
slight,  often  quiet  and  very  smiley,  wearing 
skater  shoes  rather  than  Birkenstoeks. 

Vieki  Brabham,  who  has  more  soul 
in  her  left  eyebrow  than  most  of  us  will 
enjoy  in  a  lifetime,  leads  a  talented  band. 
Preeision  and  talent  blended  with  a  heart  of 
funk  enables  Brabham  effortlessly  to  move 
the  soundtraek  into  the  21st  eentury. 

Godspell  at  LCC  is  nieely  done,  but  it 
must  be  noted  that  this  is  ehureh.  Groovy 
ehureh,  timely  ehureh,  ehureh  ehopped  up 
into  funny  little  skits  and  beautiful  songs, 
but  it  is  still  ehureh.  I  have  seen  many 
produetions  of  Godspell,  eaeh  one  before  this 
by  a  youth  group  or  paroehial  sehool.  While 
this  produetion  is  superior  to  the  amateur 
musieals,  there’s  something  uneomfortable 
about  a  saered  text  in  a  publie  domain.  Pinto 
offers  up  this  produetion  in  the  dead  of  a  eold, 
bleak  winter.  Can  messages  of  forgiveness, 
eommunity,  hope  and  love  transeend  our 
religious  or  politieal  differenees?  Head  on 
out  to  the  LCC  produetion  of  Godspell  and 
let  them  try.  BW

Cool  Beans 

Why  you  should  be  crazy  for  heirloom  shell  beans 


Who  knew  beans  would  be  the  reason  for  the  season? 

Heirloom  shell  beans  are  all  the  rage,  part 
of  the  loeal  food  movement  that  will  only  get 
bigger  in  2009.  And  it  makes  sense.  Beeause  beans  provide 
a  filling,  eeonomieal  souree  of  protein,  fiber  and  B  vitamins, 
they  are  served  in  traditional  and  rustie  dishes  all  over  the 
world.  Furthermore,  the  push  for  reeovering  loeal  heirloom 
seeds  has  stimulated  a  resurgenee  in  erops  native  to  the 
Amerieas.  Farmers  —  and  eonsumers  —  are  rediseovering 
how  to  grow  and  use  myriad  beautiful  varieties. 

In  the  past  few  years,  Napa-based  Raneho  Gordo  has 
ereated  an  almost  eult-like  following  in  dried  heirloom 
shell  beans,  with  a  zealous  group  of  followers  that  storms 
the  weekly  San  Franeiseo  Ferry  Building  farmers’  market 
in  seareh  of  exotie  varieties.  Raneho  Gordo’s  yellow-eye 
and  speekled  anasazi  beans  (pietured)  are  only  some  of 
heirloom  varieties  they  offer,  with  eaeh  bean  having  its 
own  fiavor  and  texture.  Yellow-eyes  are  traditional  in  New 
England  baked  beans.  Simmered  with  baeon,  onions  and 
jalapenos,  then  lashed  with  tequila,  anasazi  beans  make  a 
winter  staple  nothing  short  of  transeendent. 

Transeendent?  Beans? 

Indeed.  Eugene  foodblogger  Amy  MeCann  was  reeently 
spotted  with  her  arms  full  of  legumes  at  the  Hillsdale 
farmer’s  market.  “Who  would  have  thought  people  eould 
be  so  passionate  about  beans?”  she  wonders. 

The  farm  that  produeed  those  love  beans,  Ayers  Creek 
Farm,  is  an  Oregon  Tilth-eertified  organie  farm  loeated  in 
Gaston,  30  miles  west  of  Portland.  They  offer  their  bean 
bounty  in  winter  at  the  Hillsdale  farmers’  market.  On  a 
reeent  weekend,  this  ineluded  a  seleetion  of  hand-harvested 
dried  beans  with  evoeative  names  sueh  as  purgatorio,  a 


delieate  white  bean;  blaek  Basque;  the  ehestnut-fiavored 
borlotto  lamon;  the  red-eyed  Soldier;  and  Tarbais,  the 
elassie  Freneh  eassoulet  bean. 

Owner  Anthony  Boutard  sees  his  beans  as  a  part  of 
a  systemie  shift  in  produeing  staple  erops.  The  great 
demand  is  less  of  a  trend  than  an  unmet  need  for  well- 
grown,  high-quality  staples.  His  farm  has  offered  unusual 
varieties  of  staple  erops,  sueh  as  grain  eom,  barley,  sweet 
potatoes  and  potatoes,  for  the  past  eight  seasons.  “We 
are  surrounded  by  wheat  fields,  and  we  wanted  to  find 
a  way  to  bring  debased  staples  sueh  as  wheat  baek  into 
seale  of  the  market  farm  in  a  profitable  and  interesting 
way,”  says  Boutard.  “We  wanted  to  seale  down  a  eheap 
eommodity  and  make  it  a  high-quality  food  in  the  same 
way  we  manage  our  other  erops.” 

Eugene  gourmand  and  longtime  Ayers  Creek  eustomer 
Trillium  Blaekmer  uses  at  least  a  pound  of  Boutard’s  beans 
a  week,  espeeially  in  the  winter.  She  stresses  that  high- 
quality  beans  are  erueial.  “I  think  part  of  the  problem  is 
that  many  people  experiment  with  beans  that  are  just  not 
very  good,  get  frustrated,  and  give  up.  Most  beans,  if  they 
are  fresh  and  dried  with  eare,  do  not  require  any  presoaking 
before  eooking,  and  don’t  get  tough  with  early  salting.” 

Beans  are  also  an  important  part  of  efforts  in  surrounding 
eounties  to  reereate  a  loeal  and  sustainable  food  system. 
The  Southern  Willamette  Valley  Bean  and  Grain  Projeet 
has  been  holding  field  trials  with  two  loeal  farms  interested 
in  transitioning  their  erops  from  grass  seed  to  food  sourees. 
Farmers  Harry  MaeCormaek  of  Sunbow  Farm  and  Harry 
Stalford  and  Gian  Mereurio  of  Stalford  Seed  Farms  have 
had  moderate  sueeess  at  growing  popular  legumes  in  Linn 
and  Benton  Counties  in  the  past  few  years.  Garbanzos,  pinto 


beans  and  lentils  grow  well  on  the  valley  fioor,  they  report, 
but  the  eold  weather  in  2008  ereated  smaller  yields. 

But  eonsumer  desire  for  beans  will  surely  motivate 
more  farms  to  eonsider  legume  erops.  “We  have  people 
ealling  us  to  get  our  produet,”  says  Gian  Mereurio,  “it’s 
a  farmer’s  dream.”  If  the  ereamy,  plump  garbanzo  beans  I 
reeently  sampled  are  any  indieator  of  the  quality  of  beans 
that  our  valley  ean  produee,  the  phone  will  start  ringing  off 
the  hook.  BHf

Bubbly  for  Love 

Cuddling  up  with  local  bottles 


y  old  pal  Mole  is  the  avatar  of  love, 
so  this  month  he  goes  a  little 
nuts.  He  and  sweet  Molly 
have  been  married  sinee  the  Big 
Bang,  but  they  aet  like  they’re 
still  on  the  honeymoon,  and 
eome  eaeh  year’s  Valentine’s 
Day,  he  goes  into  an  utter 
dither,  deeorates  our  offiee 
in  hearts  and  flowers,  hunts 
frantieally  for  artful  tokens 
to  give  her,  plans  dinner,  puts 
eaeh  potential  wine  through  mass- 
speetrometer  analysis:  “Poifeet,”  he 
says,  “dey’s  gotta  be  poifeet.” 

But  this  year,  like  no  other.  Mole’s  still 
lingering  in  the  glow  of  the  inauguration,  has 
our  lab  draped  in  bunting,  flags  on  standards, 
framed  drawing  of  Baraek  Obama  (by  our 
artist  bud,  Miehael  Baekus)  dominating 
the  ofiiee.  Kinda  weird:  Obama,  big  red 
hearts,  Obama,  Cupid-with-bow,  Obama  ... 
maybe  not  so  weird.  Love,  more  than  war, 
is  a  powerful  foree  that  gives  our  lives  real 
meaning. 

And  wine  plays  a  powerful  role  in  love, 
the  liquid  elixir  of  romanee,  the  seeond 
element  of  poet  Omar  Khayyam’s  quartet  of 
love:  “A  loaf  of  bread  . . .  [wine]  ...  a  book  of 
verse,  and  thou.”  There  we  go. 

When  it  eomes  to  the  quaff  of  love,  the 
primary  arrow  in  Cupid’s  quiver  gotta  be 
bubbly,  maybe  beeause  it  takes  so  mueh  of 
the  winemaker’s  love  and  coddling  to  coax 
the  union  of  flavor,  balance  and  bubbles 
into  a  bottle  under  high  pressure.  But  then, 
when  we  get  home,  there’s  just  so  much  fun 
in  the  fizz.  And  our  fave  in  fizz  is  Oregon’s 
own  Domaine  Meriwether  Capt.  Clarke 
Cuvee  ($25),  an  outstanding  blending  of 
chardonnay  and  pinot  noir  for  round  flavors, 
got  those  needlepoint  bubbles  that  tickle  the 
palate.  We  could  pay  a  lot  more  and  not  get  a 
lot  better,  but  in  tough  times  and  tight  budgets, 
we  could  look  to  our  northly  neighbors  for 
surprising  bubble  value  in  Domaine  Ste. 


Michelle  Brut  ($9),  crisp,  clean,  balanced 
flavors,  apples  with  light  toast 
notes,  lively  and  enjoyable. 

If  love’s  in  the  air,  we 
usually  keep  the  menu 
light,  certainly  in  the 
early  stages,  mebbe 
nibble  delicate  goat 
cheese,  some  cold 
shrimps,  served  with  a 
light  white.  Ryan,  wine 
maven  at  Provisions, 
steered  us  to  McKinlay 
2005  Pinot  Blanc  ($13). 

We’ve  long  been  fans  of  pinot  blanc, 
a  grapely  clone  of  pinot  noir,  for  its  flavors 
(apples,  pears,  citrus  notes)  and  versatility, 
a  bit  rounder  than  pinot  gris,  lighter  than 
chardonnay,  easy  to  sip,  friendly  to  a  wide 
menu.  McKinlay’s  version  is  rich,  ripe, 
loverly. 

Sloooowly,  Oregon  winemakers  are 
coming  around  to  Gewiirztraminer,  a 
delicious  wine  when  well  made,  and 
adaptable  to  Oregon  foods  —  but  a  hard 
sell  to  consumers,  many  simply  stumped 
at  pronouncing  the  name  (just  say  g’vertz, 
that  works).  Namaste  Vineyards  2006 
Gewiirztraminer  ($8.50)  is  yummy,  bright 
with  citrus  (grapefruit)  notes,  a  dash  of  white 
pepper,  just  enough  residual  sugar  to  accent 
the  fruit  on  the  palate.  Put  next  to  some  Thai 
nosh,  the  wine  blossoms. 

The  wine-lover’s  wine,  whatever  anyone 
else  claims,  is  pinot  noir,  and  Oregon’s  really 
good  with  this  grape,  but  the  best  have  become 
painfully  spendy,  so  when  good  juice  appears 
wearing  a  modest  jacket,  we  get  buzzed. 
Bryn  Mawr  Vineyards  2007  Pinot 
Noir  is  delish,  with  candied  cherry  flavors, 
firm  structure,  fine  balance,  bargain-priced 
(for  pinot  noir)  at  $16.95,  easy  to  love. 

Mole  sends  salutes  and  Khayyam’s 
injunction,  “Be  merry  with  the  fruitful  grape” 
and  “Be  shuah  ta  share  ya  love.”  ’Nuff 

said.  ew

World  Class 

Exceptional  hybrid  hellebores  found  locally 


Northwest  Garden  Nursery  has 
long  been  a  favorite  destination 
for  savvy  gardeners.  People  eome 
from  all  over  to  view  the  glorious  garden 
and  salivate  over  the  nursery’s  inventory  of 
desirable  perennials.  As  word  spread  that 
the  nursery  was  phasing  out  most  of  that 
inventory  and,  exeept  for  spring  open  days, 
elosing  to  the  publie,  gardeners  mourned. 
But  owners  Ernie  and  Marietta  O’ Byrne 
now  speeialize  in  breeding  garden  hybrid 
hellebores  (eommonly  ealled  Lenten  rose), 
and  the  plants  they  offer  are  among  the 
finest  in  the  world. 

Marietta  says  she  beeame  hooked 
on  hybrid  hellebores  when  she  saw  the 
gorgeous  photos  in  The  Gardener  s  Guide 
to  Growing  Hellebores  by  Riee  and 
Strangman  (Timber  Press,  1993).  She  was 
soon  making  her  own  erosses  between 
seleeted  plants  in  the  nursery  garden.  In 
2003,  the  O ’Byrnes  got  serious,  traveling 
to  Europe  to  aequire  the  best  available 
breeding  stoek,  ineluding  their  first  double- 
flowered  plants  and,  in  Marietta’s  words, 
“some  wonderful  elean  eolors,  ineluding 
the  best  blaeks.” 

Look  at  the  nursery’s  website  (www. 
northwestgardennursery.eom)  to  see  where 
the  O ’Byrnes  have  taken  those  eolors. 
Marietta  now  foeuses  on  erosses  within 
seleeted  eolor  groups,  eontinually  aiming 
to  improve  the  elarity  of  eolor,  the  vigor 
of  the  plant  and  foliage  quality.  She  also 
breeds  for  subtle  traits  sueh  as  interesting 
baeks  to  the  tepals  (the  proper  name  for 
the  petal-like  flower  parts).  That’s  what 
you  mostly  you  see  in  the  garden,  sinee  the 
flowers  hang  downward. 

The  breeding  proeess  is  tedious  and  a 
lot  of  work.  I  asked  Marietta  what  she  likes 
best  about  the  proeess.  “Pollination,”  she 


answered.  “I  like  taking  my  time  seleeting 
flowers  to  eross.  I  enjoy  looking  inside 
the  flowers,  espeeially  now  that  I  make 
erosses  with  the  plants  on  a  table  in  the 
greenhouse!”  She  pollinates  eaeh  ehosen 
flower  before  it  opens,  applying  pollen 
two  or  three  times  to  ensure  good  seed 
produetion.  In  April  she  bags  the  pollinated 
flowers  to  eateh  the  ripened  seed. 

Every  stoek  plant  has  a  number.  Ernie 
keeps  a  book  of  “mug  shots”  and  another 
with  a  full  deseription  of  eaeh  plant.  Seed 
from  seleeted  groups  of  plants  is  pooled  and 
transferred  to  yogurt  eontainers.  The  seed  must 
not  dry  out  and  has  to  be  sown  while  fresh. 
The  O ’Byrnes  try  to  finish  the  job  by  early 
June.  Most  seeds  germinate  by  January,  and 
seedlings  are  transplanted  when  the  first  tme 
leaves  appear.  It  takes  up  to  three  years  from 
seed  to  produee  a  saleable  plant  in  flower. 

Hellebores  like  those  you  see  at 
Northwest  Garden  Nursery  are  not  eheap. 
Double-flowered  plants  eost  even  more, 
both  beeause  they  produee  less  seed  and 
beeause  some  offspring  will  inevitably 
eome  out  single.  But  garden  hybrid 
hellebores  are  long-lived,  shade  loving, 
healthy  and  adaptable.  They  start  to  bloom 
in  January  and  eontinue  until  May;  they 
have  handsome  evergreen  leaves,  and  deer 
don’t  eat  them.  At  the  nursery,  you  get  to 
ehoose  among  hundreds  of  unique  plants  in 
bloom.  Quite  a  bargain.  I’d  say. 

Northwest  Garden  Nursery  will  be  open 
for  hellebore  sales  on  Feb.  14  &  15,  Feb. 
21  &  22,  and  Feb.  28  &  Mareh  1.  After 
that,  the  nursery  will  be  open  Thursday, 
Friday  and  Saturday,  10  am  to  5  pm,  eaeh 
week  until  April  10.  Cheek  the  website  for 
direetions  or  eall  935-3915.  8W

Dear  Wab:  Within  each  stereotype  lies  a  kernel  of  truth, 
goes  the  pinche  cliche,  and  your  example  is  a  great  case. 
Compared  with  gabachos,  each  Mexican  —  no  matter 
how  assimilated  or  fresa  —  is  a  walking  greenhouse. 

Many  of  our  mamis  know  about  the  wonders  of  yerbas 
(herbs)  to  tend  to  a  family's  medicinal  needs:  yerba  buena 
tea  for  most  any  ailment,  aloe  vera  to  salve  a  bum,  and 
epazote  for  a  bad  case  of  the  pedos.  All  Mexican  families 
try  to  grow  some  type  of  edible  plant  on  whatever  land 
they  can  find,  whether  a  simple  chile  plant  or  towering 
corn  stalks.

American  immi¬ 
grants  won't  do  to  make  a  iiving:  think. !  teach  in  Los 
Angeies.  The  majority  of  students  in  the  district  are 
Hispanic  -  Mexican  and  Centra!  American.  The  ma¬ 
jority  are  faiiing  -  they're  reiativeiy  iiiiterate.  They 
faii  because  they  are  iazy.  They  wH!  not  do  the  work. 
They  wH!  giadiy  teii  you  that.  What  i  have  come  to 
find,  sadiy,  is  that  the  majority  of  Hispanics  from 
Mexico  and  Centra!  America  wouid  rather  do  manuai 
iabor  than  use  their  brains.

She  finds  that  Tm  more  attentive  to 
her  now  that  we're  doing  "orgasm  denial,"  and  I  get  to  scratch  my  submissive  itch.  Ain't  life 
grand? 

Here's  my  guestion:  I  enjoy  pushing  the  limits,  and  I've  gone  as  long  as  six  weeks  without 
release.  (We  use  a  CB-6000  chastity  cage  on  my  cock  so  I  won't  succumb  in  a  moment  of 
weakness.)  But  Tm  a  little  concerned  about  the  effects  on  my  prostate.  After  several  weeks  of 
denial,  I  leak  precome  when  aroused.  I've  read  that  recent  studies  showed  that  freguent  ejacu¬ 
lation  reduces  the  risk  of  prostate  cancer.  Am  I  putting  myself  at  greater  risk  by  ejaculating  so 
infreguently?  Can  you  ask  your  medical  expert? 

Loving  Orgasms  And  Denial  Every  Day 

Two  orgasm-denial  guestions  in  two  weeks  -  it's  officially  a  trend!  Can  a  Good  Morning 
America  segment  be  far  behind? 

"We  still  have  very  little  idea  what  might  cause  or  prevent  prostate  cancer,"  says  Dr.  Barak 
Caster,  associate  professor  of  medicine  at  the  University  of  Washington  and  our  resident 
medical  expert.  "There  are  some  clues  -  red  meat,  probably  bad;  vegetables,  probably  good; 
vitamin  E,  probably  not  helpful  -  but  we're  really  still  in  the  dark."  And  while  most  studies 
have  shown  freguent  ejaculation  to  be  good  for  prostate  health,  one  recent  study  out  of  the 
UK  showed  the  exact  opposite. 

So  what  should  you  do?  Rely  on  the  best-available  study,  advises  Caster.  "[That  study] 
followed  U.S.  men  for  eight  years  and  found  that  those  with  the  most  ejaculations  per  month 
(more  than  20)  had  a  30  percent  lower  risk  of  prostate  cancer  compared  to  those  who  were 
having  fewer  per  month  (about  five)."  But  there  is  good  news  in  the  study  for  you,  LOADED: 
"The  5  percent  of  men  who  reported  having  zero  to  three  per  month  appeared  to  have  a  lower 
risk  for  prostate  cancer  as  well,"  said  Caster.  "The  caveat  is  that  this  group  was  too  small  to 
make  definite  conclusions  about  them.  But  it  looks  like  coming  more  than  20  times  a  month 
could  be  good  for  you  in  terms  of  prostate  cancer,  but  it's  unlikely  that  coming  very  little,  like 
zero  to  three  times  per  month,  is  necessarily  bad  for  you  compared  to  coming  once  or  twice  a 
week." 

So  ejaculate  freguently,  guys,  or  ejaculate  rarely,  because  it  would  appear  that  moderation 
in  pursuit  of  prostate  health  is  no  virtue.
